HOWE  1947  FOOTBALL  SQUAD  ENDS  SEASON; 


Finishing  their  season  with  a  record  of  eight  wins 
and  two  losses,  Howe's  1947  football  team  was  fifth  in 
the  city  standings.  This  was  Howe's  fifth  year  of  grid- 
iron competition  and  was  undoubtedly  the  most  im- 
pressive season. 

Howe  started  its  campaign  with  a  hard  fought  victory 
over  the  Greenclads  of  Tech.  The  home  team  outscored 
the  Hornets  in  the  first  half,  14-6,  capitalizing  on  a  Howe 
fumble  to  score  their  first  touchdown  in  the  first  period. 
Late  in  the  second  quarter  the  Greenclads  hit  pay  dirt 
again,  but  a  touchdown  pass  from  John  Edwards  to  Jim 
Stutz  tallied  six  points  for  the  Brown  and  Gold.  Howe 
came  back  in  the  second  half  with  a  pass  to  Stutz  and 
an  end  run  by  Bob  Wood,  both  good  for  touchdowns. 
At  the  final  gun  Howe  stood  ahead  by  a  19-14  margin. 

In  the  Hornets'  second  game,  Wood  scored  three 
markers,  and  Edwards  one,  to  defeat  the  Frankfort  Hot 
Dogs,  28-0.  After  Howe  kicked  off,  Jay  Gould  nailed  a 
Frankfort  kicker  behind  the  goal  line  and  Howe  went 
into  a  2-0  lead.

The  Hornets  overpowered  the  Redskins  of 
Manual  in  their  third  contest.  Edwards  and  Hy- 
field went  over  for  Howe's  touchdowns  as  the 
Kelley -men  won  13-0.  Dick  Pence  and  Edwards 
each  scored  for  the  Eastsiders  as  they  extended 
their  three-game  winning  streak  by  defeating 
Westfield,  14-6.  A  pass  from  Edwards  to  Pence 
in  the  second  period  put  Howe  ahead  7-0,  as 
Mayer  converted.  Edwards  slipped  over  on  a 
quarterback  sneak  and  the  Hornets  led,  14-0. 
Late  in  the  last  stanza,  Westfield  completed  a 
pass  and  the  final  score  read   14-6. 

Coach  Kelley's  gridmen  scored  a  26-0  win 
at  the  cost  of  the  Ben  Davis  Giants.  Early  in  the 
second  stanza,  Knox  set  up  Howe's  first  marker 
with  a  46-yard  march.  John  Bruckman  broke 
through  from  the  six-yard  stripe  and  Howe  led, 
6-0.  Hyfield  and  Wood  each  scored  in  the  third 
period,  and  the  Brown  and  Gold  was  on  top, 
19-0.  Bruckman  tallied  another  TD  in  the  final 
quarter,  and  Mayer  again  converted. 

Knox  and  Wood  scored  touchdowns  for  Howe 
as  the  Hornets  overpowered  Southport's  eleven 


on  their  own  field.  An  interception  by  Ray 
Dcbbs  set  up  Howe's  first  touchdown  march. 
When  the  teams  left  the  field,  the  scoreboard 
read  Howe  13 — Southport  7. 

Howe's  seventh  straight  victory  was  scored 
over  Warren  Central,  14-0.  Edwards  and  Knox 
scored  in  the  second  and  final  quarters,  and 
Mayer  successfully  booted  the  pigskin  between 
the  uprights. 

Meeting  Washington  with  a  clean  seven-win 
record,  the  Hornets  were  overcome  by  a  strong 
Continental  eleven  on  the  Westsiders'  gridiron. 
Washington  capitalized  on  a  short  kick  by  Howe 
in  the  first  quarter  to  drive  their  way  to  the 
first  marker.  Again  they  scored  in  the  fourth 
quarter  when  a  Hornet  punt  was  blocked.  The 
final  score  read  13-0. 

One  of  Howe's  most  decisive  victories  was 
scored  at  the  cost  of  the  Silent  Hoosiers  on  the 
Deaf  School  gridiron.

AND  STATE'S  TOP  TEAMS  WITH  GOOD  RECORD 


Including  two  tourneys  and  the  Sectionai 
Tournament,  Howe's  1947-48  basketball  team 
completed  their  season  with  nine  wins  and  four- 
teen losses.  The  Brown  and  Gold  squad  played 
some  of  the  outstanding  teams  of  the  state  on 
one  of  the  toughest  schedules  in  its  history. 

The  Hornets  opened  the  season,  November 
29,  at  the  Tech  gym  with  a  51-28  loss  to  the 
Greenclads.  Irving  Thomas  was  high  for  the 
Brown  and  Gold.  Washington,  the  Indianapolis 
Sectional  winner  , overpowered  the  Howe  quin- 
tet in  their  second  encounter  by  a  45-38  score. 
In  the  third  contest  Broad  Ripple  edged  Howe, 
34-33,  when  a  Rocket  guard  swished  the  nets 
with  a  one-hand  push-shot  from  the  mid-stripe 
at  the  final  gun.  Franklin's  Grizzly  Cubs  were 
responsible  for  the  Brown  and  Gold's  fourth  loss 
as  they  pulled  away  in  the  last  quarter  to  win 
54-30  at  the  Franklin  gym. 

Edging  out  the  Giants  of  Ben  Davis,  40-38, 
Howe's  courtmen  won  their  first  victory  of  the 
season.  In  the  last  ten  seconds  guard  Joe  Pirtle 
tallied  from  mid-court  to  break  the  38-all  dead- 
lock. 


December  18-20,  the  Howe  quintet  was  de- 
feated in  its  third  game  of  the  City  Tourney  by 
the  Shortridge  Blue  Devils,  who  went  on  to  win 
the  city  crown.  The  Eastsiders  led  12-11,  but 
Shortridge  got  hot  in  the  final  half  and  downed 
the  tired  Hornets,  32-17.  In  their  first  contest  of 
the  tourney,  Howe's  netmen  defeated  Sacred 
Heart,  57-36,  and  then  scored  a  48-44  victory 
over  Broad  Ripple. 

Thump  Broad  Ripple  in  Holiday  Tourney 

In  the  Howe  Holiday  Tourney,  which  included 
Peru,  Elwood,  and  Broad  Ripple,  the  Irvington 
boys  dropped  their  afternoon  contest  to  the  Peru 
Tigers,  47-24.  Howe's  Harry  Stewart  scored  12 
markers.  The  Hornets  triumphed  over  Broad 
Ripple  in  the  consolation  contest  for  their  second 
win  over  the  Rockets  this  season.  At  the  inter- 
mission Howe  was  leading  21-18;  Phil  Barnhart 
dropped  four  field  goals  through  the  hoop  in  the 
final  periods,  and  the  Brown  and  Gold  went  on 
to  win,  42-33. 

January  9,  the  team  journeyed  to  Greencastle 
for  a  nip-and-tuck  game  in  which  Howe  was 
subdued,    44-42.     John   Edwards    was   high   for

Howe's  netmen  lost  to  a  fast  Bloomington  five, 
36-26,  on  January  30.  At  the  close  of  the  first 
quarter  the  Panthers  held  a  11-6  lead,  but  the 
Eastsiders  played  well  both  defensively  and 
offensively  in  the  second  period  to  lead  18-12 
at  the  half.

tucks  Tigers.  The  Eastsiders  got  off  to  a  slow 
start  but  tickled  the  draperies  for  21  points  in 
the  second  period  to  lead  at  the  half,  23-19. 

The  Cardinals  of  Southport  outscored  the  Ir- 
vington  netmen  to  defeat  the  Hornets,  46-41. 
Barnhart  was  high  for  the  visitors  with  13  points. 
Herman  Hardwick  tied  the  score  in  the  closing 
seconds  at  41 -all,  but  Southport  threw  in  two 
buckets  in  the  final  minutes  of  play  to  put  the 
game  on  ice.  Howe  dropped  their  next  en- 
counter to  Warren  Central,  41-30.  Playing  a  cold 
game,  the  Brown  and  Gold  were  only  able  to 
swish  the  nets  for  ten  counters. 

Win  in  Final  Game  Over  Manual 

Harry  Stewart  bagged  ten  points,  while 
Spiess,  Barnhart,  and  Edwards  each  dropped  in 
seven  markers  to  lead  the  Hornets  to  an  easy 
victory  over  the  Manual  Redskins,  35-26.  This 
game  brought  the  Brown  and  Gold  cagers'  reg- 
ular season  to  a  close. 


Howe's  combination  of  Spiess,  Barnhart,  and 
Stewart  was  too  much  for  Ben  Davis  as  they  de- 
feated the  Giants,  54-41,  in  the  Hornets'  first 
game  of  the  Indianapolis  Sectional  Tourney. 
Spiess  scored  16  points,  and  Stewart  and  Barn- 
hart each  14,  to  hold  the  Ben  Davis  courtmen  to 
14-7,  20-17,  and  38-26  leads  at  the  period  stops. 
Decatur  Central's  Hawks  defeated  a  cold  Howe 
quintet  in  the  Hornets'  final  game  of  the  tour- 
ney.

Ben 
Davis  was  subdued  in  a  thriller;  Cathedral  was 
beaten;  Washington,  who  previously  had  de- 
feated Howe,  was  edged  out  in  the  closing 
seconds  of  a  nip-and-tuck  ball  game;  and  Broad 
Ripple's  Rockets  were  squeezed  out  in  another 
close  encounter.  The  Tigers  of  Crispus  Attucks 
ended  this  winning  streak  (by  defeating  Howe 
37-21),  and  in  the  Hornets'  final  game,  Howe 
triumphed  over  Manual  26-23,  coming  from  be- 
hind to  earn  this  victory. 


The  Howe  reserve  squad  turned  in  an  im- 
pressive record  of  12  wins  and  4  losses.  By  de- 
feating six  of  their  seven  city  opponents  the 
team  captured  the  city  championship.  The  Hor- 
nets scored  a  season  total  of  384  points  com- 
pared to  their  opponents'  335. 

The  reserves  won  their  first  two  encounters 
(over  Tech  and  Washington)  by  one  point  mar- 
gins. Broad  Ripple  fell  next  by  a  decisive  score 
of  32-13,  but  the  reserves  lost  the  following  two 
games  to  Ben  Davis,  and  to  Franklin. 

The  Hornets  won  their  next  three  games  over 
Greencastle,  Lawrence  Central,  and  Columbus. 
January  23,  they  lost  their  only  game  to  a  city 
team  when  Shortridge's  reserves  scored  a  21-17 
victory.  The  Howe  reserves  then  had  a  four 
game  winning  streak,  overcoming  Bloomington, 
Cathedral,  Garfield  of  Terre  Haute,  and  Crispus 
Attucks.  Southport  was  the  fourth  and  last  team 
to  overpower  the  Hornet  reserve  squad.  In  the 
last  two  games  of  the  season,  Warren  Central 
and  Manual  were  victims  of  the  Hornets.

Lead  by  Carl  Spiess  and  Don  Hyfield,  Howe's 
1947  spike  team  won  five  of  their  nine  meets, 
including  two  triangular  contests.  Although 
none  of  Mr.  Ray  Bowman's  cinder  men  were 
able  to  place  in  the  annual  State  Track  Meet  at 
Tech,  they  came  through  to  win  second  in  the 
Sectional.  Following  closely  behind  Washing- 
ton, Howe  was  second  with  32  V2  markers.  Don 
Raftery's  4:38.5  was  tops  in  the  mile  event. 

Bill  Locklear,  Gene  McClarney,  Bill  Mayer, 
and  Carl  Spiess,  who  made  up  Howe's  shuttle 
relay  team,  took  top  honors  in  the  Indianapolis 
Relays,  held  April  25  at  the  Tech  oval.  These 
boys  skimmed  the  hurdles  at  52.2,  just  .7  sec- 


ond off  the  event  record.  'Coach  Bowman's  boys 
were  seventh  in  this  contest. 

April  29,  the  Hornets  bagged  21  1/5  points 
to  place  fifth  in  the  City  Meet.

Pacing  the  city  schools  on  their  own  course, 
the  Howe  cross-country  team  took  first  place 
honors  in  the  city  meet.  Jack  Wellman  placed 
first,  with  Don  Raftery  following  closely  at  his 
heels  for  a  second  place.  Kent  Pierce  took  third 
place,  and  Don  Brown,  Dave  Cook,  Tim  Hunter, 
and  Bob  Harris  were  sixth,  tenth,  eleventh,  and 
fourteenth,  respectively.  In  five  years  of  being 
host  for  the  City  Cross-Country  Meet,  this  is 
the  first  year  that  the  Hornets  have  been  named 
city  champions. 

In  the  Sectional  Tourney,  Howe  had  bad  luck. 
Wellman,  who  was  running  in  first  place,  took 
a  wrong  turn  on  the  strange  course.
